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VENT of the week at 1000 
North Dearborn—the ar- 


rival of the very attractive 
new Swedish edition of Comp- 
ton’s Pictured Encyclopedia. Sev- 
eral years ago, Mr. Johan Hansson, 
head of Bokforlaget Natur och Kultur, 
leading educational publishing house of 
Stockholm, came ro Chicago to discuss with 
the president of F. E. Compton and Com- 
pany the purchase of the Swedish rights for 
the publication of the encyclopedia. He 
took a set back to Stockholm—had it read 
by his editors. 


The first report which came back was 
that while they liked the Compton style of 
presentation—also its pictorial features— 
they had concluded that the work would 
not be accepted by the educators of Sweden. 
Swedish schools, Mr. Hansson wrote, still 
employed the formal method of presenting 
information—Swedish textbooks were not 
illustrated—it was not considered correct to 
make learning interesting and attractive! 


In spite of this first decision, the idea of 
publishing Compton’s persisted in Mr. 
Hansson’s mind, and a year later he began 
editorial work preliminary to the publica- 
tion of the encyclopedia which was admit- 
tedly an innovation.

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EDITORIAL NOTES 


A USEFUL LIST OF TECHNICAL MATERIAL has been compiled by R. Russell Munn, librarian of 
the Work Experience Project at Quoddy Village, Eastport, Maine, under the National Youth 
Administration. It is An Annotated Bibliography of Books and Pamphlets on Certain Mechani- 
cal and Allied Trades, a mimeographed compilation of titles from the technical portion of the 
project library. ‘The material included is the choice, not only of the compiler, but also that of 
the coordinators and foremen in each particular trade. These practical men know the work, 
they work with the youths and they have used the books.”—Preface. 

Only the trades offered on the project at Quoddy Village are covered and the cost of items 
has been a factor in the selection, therefore the list cannot be considered or criticized as a 
complete technical bibliography. Some important trades are not included, and doubtless many 
good books have escaped notice. Some of the subjects covered are: drafting, woodworking, 
painting, plumbing, sheet metal, welding, auto mechanics, electricity, grounds improvement, 
commercial art, photography, and cafeteria. While the list is offered as an aid primarily to 
other N.Y.A. projects, it will be useful to any library needing such material. One drawback 
in using it may be that inexpensive pamphlet and free material, of which a good deal is 
included, goes out of print rather soon after publication and may be unobtainable. But the 
90-page list remains exceptionally valuable. It will be supplied free to libraries upon request 
while the supply lasts.

Tue NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF AUDUBON SocIETIES has had a list made for the special 
purpose of helping librarians in smaller towns build up their collections of books on birds.

“The Basic Bird Library.” 

The ten most important books are given first, followed by fifteen others for libraries which 
can afford 25 titles.
